They ‘alighted before a pile of mud 
which could be crossed only on foot. 
Reaching the house, they were intro- 
duced into the selamilk, or chamber 
reserved for male visitors. Here they 
found the sluve dealer standing, a 
short ‘pipe in hand. Me was a little 
old Trjpolitan, Gassirgi-Messoud-Aga, 
by name, « He -has followed the busi- 
nes for 40 ye rs. Afver the evustomary 
salutations, pipes and coflee were 
offered and taken, with the silence 
usual to Orientals before any business 
transaction, 

An ebony young eunuch soon en- 
tered and whispered in Messoud’s ear. 
The latter made a sign ofe acquies- 
cence, and, turning to the guests, said: 
“Bouyouroun” (permit me.)- The 
guests rose and followed him into a 
room of the harem. A_ long divan, 
about a foot and a half high and four 
feet wide, surrounded three sides of 
the room. An excavation in the wall 
held the cushions and coverings. used 
at night. The floor was covered with 
mats and loose pieces of carpet. Up- 
on the divan were seated side by side, 
two white girls from eee in the 
dress of tHeir country. | Opposite were 

three other women, one of whom was 
white, from Georgia, and the others 
black.

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Deadly Weapons. 

—e 
Senator Stewart of Storey yester- 
day gave notice of a bill foran Act 
to prevent crime through the carying 
of deadly weapons. The bill will com- 
pel all citizens desirous of carrying 
deadly weapons to go before the Coun- 
ty Clerk and give bonds in the sum ot 
_ $1,000 for lawful behavior, before pro- 
curing a license to carry one. Any 
person found. in possession of a deadly 
weapon, without license, will be sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500,.and to imprisonment 

for not more than one year. 

The intent of this Act is good and 
some such restriction upon the law- 
less classes is much needed, yct the 
greates® care must be observed lest 
we disarm honest men and place them 
at the mercy of professional law- 
breakers. It may easily happen that 
such a bill shall defeat its own pur- 
pose by reason of its severity and the 
fact that lawless men never heed the 
penalties prescribed. Very few citi- 
zens who intend to preserve the peace 
will care to give $1,000 bonds for such 
behaivor, and some will be unable to. 
Besides this the chances of detection 
are very small and the inclination of 
officers to arrest for such a crime is 
still less. 

The operation of such a law would 
be mérely to cause good citizens a 
deal of trouble. The roughs and 
desperadoes will go armed, law or no 
law, and the honest man will be com. 
pelled to give $1,000 bonds in order 
to be even with him. Such a law 
should, in order to be effective, make 
the Police Commissioners judges as to 
% man’s character, and they should 
be allowed.to refuse or grant him per- 
mission to carry a weapon. The of- 
ficers should then be offered extra in- 
ducements' that those ignoring the 
law be brought to justice, and then it 
might be well to exact bonds from 
these, to guarantee their future law- 
ful behavior. 


Cronin’s Vote. 


Poor Cronin, who traveled clear 
from Oregon to Washington in order 
that the country might be reformed, 
seems to have gotten into bad hands. 
He is confronted: by ugly questions, 
which he finds it exceedingly difficult 
to answer. He receives a great deal 
of attention, and Republicans mani- 
fest an absorbing interest in his pa- 
triotism. This might have been ex- 
pected, because there are very few 

men in Oregon who are so ambitious 
as to want to name our next Presi- 
dent, and as a matter of curiosity the 
country should be informed of his 

motives. ©: Yesterday's dispatclres have 
about satisfied this curiosity and Cro- 
nin Has lost friends in consequence. 
It seems that a question of dollars was 
involved, and that immediately upon 
the receipt of the bullion Cronin de- 
termined to reform the country and 
name its President. Cronin was only 
instructed “to enforce the requirements 
of the United States Constitution,” 
but this instruction was signed by 
Senator Kellsey, and meant of course 
that the Constitution mast be re- 
formed. _- ; 

The idea that New York money 
shall give Cronin a vote for President 
is not refreshing, and respectable Dem- 
ocrats don't take any stock in the 
transaction. Those who still advo- 
cate his claim will do well to forsake 
him before his case is decided, for the 
people of Oregon have said, as all be- 
lieve, that their three votes should be 
cast for Hayes, and there can certainly 
be no other use made of them. Vale 
Grover. Thou art a phenomeon but 
not an elector.

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Vanderbilt. 


The great railroad magnate is dead. 
Yesterday morning among relatives, 
newspaper reporters and friends he who 
controlled the fortunes of thousands 
passed peacefully into the great beyond 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, cammonly 
known as Commodore Vanderbilt, was 
born on Staten Island May, 1794, and 
was therefore in his 838d year at the 
time of his death. His father was a 
huckster and sailor and his mother a 
a hired woman of Scotch descent, 
hence he was bora poor and had his 
own fortune in life to make, Young 
Cornelftus was at school only for a 
very short period and was brought up 
among ferrymen and sailors. He 
had therefore little culture or educa- 
tion. He began life as a boatman, 
plying a small rowboat from Staten 
Island to New York city, saved his 
money and soon had several boats, At 
sixteen he became captain of a sail- 
boat, at 22 he became part owner 
in a coasting schooner and in 1817 
was placed in command of a 
steamer plying between New Yorkand 
New Brunswick, where his wife kept 
hotel and made money, and there also 
several of his children were born. 
Early in hfe he met Thomas Gibbons 
who gave a fresh impulse and direc- 
tion to the natural bent of young 
Vanderbilt, viz: opposition. He sold 
out, run opposition, and was bought 
off time and again, but in every en- 
terprise he made money. He became 
interested in railroads, real estate, 
steamships, banks, etc. His fortune 
rapidly increased until at the time of 
his demise he was estimated to be 
worth $105,000,000. As a railroad 
organizer and operator he had no su- 
perior in the United States; but the 
great aim of his life was to accumu- 
late money. Only in a few instances 
did he display those qualities which 
mark the unselfish man. In his man- 
agement of the New York Central he 
reflected much credit to himself. 
His liberal endowment of the Vander- 
bilt University in Tennessee showed 
his appreciation of educational inter- 
ests and conferred a lasting benetit to 
mankind. Neither should it be for- 
gotten that during the civil war he 
was liberal and loyal.to the nation at 
an hour when a ‘big pocket and loyal 
heart was needed. His life was a 
struggle; he breasted opposition and 
conquered; he courted selfishnes and 
eat of her fruits wealth; he oppressed 
thousands and favored tens; he was a 
friend to Vanderbilt; humanity might 
do as he had done—look out for itself. 
His immense possessions are here; his 
body will next Sunday be laid away 
to its resting place, and that attribute 
called: mind, living foree, soul or 
spirit, of which we know so little, 
adds an increment to the fountain of 
life.

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A Reminiscence, 


The Fight Between Dick Paddock and 
Farmer Pecl.

[From the Virginia Chronicje.] 

The shooting of Richard Paddock, 
on Tuesday, recalls an affair of early 
times in which Paddock figured prom- 
inently. In 1863.a man named Peel 
came to Virginia with the reputation 
of being acool and calculating des- 
perado, who had killed his man in 
Texas, Salt Lake and other parts of the 


country. His advent here caused 
some little excitement among the class 
who frequently risk their heads on the 
pull of a trigger. Peel was expected 
to make some public exhibition of his 
metal, but he disappointed everybody 
by quietly minding his own business, 
uhtil his unobtrusive manners acquired 
for him the name of Farmer Peel. 
One day Paddock and Peel had a few 
words in Robinson & Gentry’s gamb- 
ling saloon on B street, south of Sut- 
ton avenue, and Paddock asked Peel 
to step into the street and fight. Peel 
coolly walked out, and taking the cen- 
ter of the street drew simultaneously 
with Paddock, who was on the side- 
walk. Peel’s first shot pierced Pad- 
dock’s side. The wounded man, 
throwing his arm reund -a post, 
steadied himself for the return shot, 
but was too weak from the shock of 
his wound to take a correct aim, and 
the ball scattered the dust at Peel's 
feet. Peel continued to answer his 
antagonist’s desultory fire by delib- 
erate shots, each shot knocking the 
splinters from the post behind which 
Paddock was trying to shelter himself, 
and passing inte Paddock’s body. 
Three or four bullets took effect, and 
one passed through his stomach. Peel 
was unhurt. After the fourth shot 
Paddock threw down his pistol, and 
remarked: “Boys, I’m a dead map,” 
and sank down at the foot ef the post, 
Peel put away his revolver, and walk- 
ing back to the saloon, resumed his 
seat as if nothing had happened, 
while Paddock was taken to the 
hospital. He remained several months, 
expecting to die daily. The wound 
in his stomach was such that the 
physicians at the time of the exami- 
nation did not expect him to live an 
hour, but after his recovery he was as 
strong as ever. Peel afterwards 
killed “El Dorado Johnny” in a street 
fight, and was in turn killed in some 
mining camp while walking with a 
woman on arn. 
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Death of Vanderbilt. 


A New York date of the 4th says: 
Commodore Vanderbilt died at 10:30 
this morning. He remained perfectly 
conscious to the last moment of his 
life, and died almost without a struggle 
Ever since Tuesday it has been appa- 
rent that he could last only a few 
days. At4 o'clock this morning his 
condition became rapidly worse, and 
he expressed a desire to see the Rev. 
Dr. Deems, his spiritual adviser. The 
latter gentleman arrived in a few 
minutes, and Commodore Vanderbilt 
said: “I think I am nearly gone, doc- 
tor.” Dr. Deems prayed by the bedside 
of the dying man, and then some 
members of the’ family sang a few 
hymns in low tones, The music 
seemed to soothe the sufferer. All his 
family were sent for during the night, 
and when he died they were at his 
bedside. Wm.'H. Vanderbilt arrived 
soon after midnight and remained to 
the end. All his daughters and his 
wife were present. 

The news of his death spread rapid 
ly, and very many friends called at the 
house this morning and sympathised 
with the mourners. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt Jr. arrived just before his 
father died. The funeral will take 
place next Sunday at 10:30 a. mw. The 
news of the Commodore’s death had 
little effect on the market, his death 
having been so long expected. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt was owner of se- 
curities having a present market value 
of about $85,000,000, and of this total 
fully $55,000,000 consisted of stock 
of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad. It is understood that 
the bulk of this property is to be kept 
together, and that provisions have been 
made for re-investing the accruing in- 
terest on it in his favorite securities. 
As soon as the news had ‘been re- 
ceived at the City Hall, the flags were 
lowered at half-mast, a course which 
was soon followed by the principle 
hotels and other public buildings. 


On the 22d ult, says the Bidwell 
Herald, a little daughter of Geo. Vin- 
cent, of Goose Lake Valley, was so 
badly burned by her clothes taking 
fire that she died in a few hours.

In the gf part of December some 
miners at Mineral Hill and Cortez 
District shipped a batch of ug rich 
_ ore to the reduction works at Winne- 
~ muc¢a..’ That from, Mineral Hill was 


_ pure chloride, assaying $1,300 per ton, | 


and has heretofore invariably worked 
up to 90 per cent.: of assay., That 
from Cortez was also véry rich. © Mr. 
Lockwood, of Mineral Hill went to 
Winnemucca in charge of the ore and 
found the mill closed down, but the 
foreman in charge agreed to start it 
up for his benefit. It was agreed that 
‘the ore should be spread upon the 
floor and an assay taken of it, both 
there and in the pulp. From certain 
actions of the foreman, among other 
things refusing the floor assay as prom- 
ised, Mr. Lockwood suspected that all 
was not right and concluded to watch 
proceedings, and was rewarded by 
catching the feeder, a Chinaman, 
throwing waste rock into the batter- 
ies. On remonstrating with him he 
replied that it was done by order of 
the foreman. It. was too late to do 
anything in the premises and the con- 
sequence was that ore that assayed 
$1,300 when it went into the batteries, 
came into the pans assaying $600. 
As there was no remedy, Mr. Lock- 
_ wood allowed the shipment of the 
-_ bullion to San Francisco and awaited 
returns. After considerable trouble 
he managed to get the amount due 
him, being forced to take the most of 
it in silvér, and*‘came home $2,000 
loser hy the, speculation. - 
Thé returt$’ from’ the’ Cortez ore 
was paid in checks on the company 
and sent to $an Francisco for collec- 
tion, but were returned dishonored, 
and at Jast accounts the agent was 
vainly endeavoring to collect them. 
The company has no property, leasin 
the mill from the owners, and there 1s 
no recourse for the victims but to grin 
and bear it. We wpine that it will be 
a long time before another batch of 
ore is sent to those reduction works 
_ from this county.
